And CONFESSION OF FAITH of Jorn Amspen, of 
Malone, N, Y. in view of his approaching Dissolution. 
(PUBLISHED BY REQUEST.) 

Be it known unto all people, that I, Joe: 
AmspeN, of Matong, in the county of Franklin, 
and state of New-York, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, in 
ihe month of August, in the sixty-third year of 
my age, in view of my immediate dissolution, 
unto the several churches in the town of Malone, 
and to the professedly religious of every name, 
and to all others in every place, make this address. 

BrerTuREN, 

In the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and by the grace.of God, the common Father of 
our spirits, inwhom we live, and move, and have 
éur being, I now address you. in the faith and 
charity of the gospel. By the good provid -nce 
of God, I have arrived to the good old age of 
three score and three years; And now standing 
on the confines of the eternal world, about to 
take my departure to that undiscovered “country 
from whose bourn no traveller returns,” and 


feeling a déop- interest iv the.present and future | 


welfare, of all my fellow-nature in general, and 
of every individual in particular; I am prompted 
thereby to exhibit to you this fruit, as a testimo- 
uy unto all men of the impartial grace and sal- 
vation of God. 
In the early years of my childhood, 1 was 
instructed by my parents to believe, in what I 
now understand to be, a partial and limited sal- 
vation; confining the free and unmerited gift of 
eternal life, through Jesus Christ, to a part only 
of the human family. Butin due time it pleased 
a just and merciful God, when the light of rea- 
_son and understanding expanded the powers of 
my mind, and a greater maturity of judgment 
qualified me for reflection, to reveal in me, as 


| believe by his Spirit, without the assistance of 


man, the testimony of his Son. My mind «was 
turned by an impulse @¥er which 1 had no‘eon- 
trol, from the witness of men, in relation té the 
gospel, to contemplate and receive the witness 
of God. ‘The scriptures of the old and new tes- 
lament became the right hand man of my 
counsel, and by their concuring testimony 
in relation to the will and grace of God, a 
good und sure foundation was laid in my mind, 
for the exercise of a faith and hope which has 
proved, through all the vicissitudes and afilictions 
of life, the anchor of my soul, and is now, in the 
moments of my rapidly approaching and hourly 
expected dissolution, the joy and solace of my 
mind.—The prophets, as they were moved by

‘|tion; and inasmuch as they represented him 
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greater and better than man, so I-beheld in him 
a greater and a better good. In the order of 
his works—in the economy of his providence— 
I saw and heard a perpetual memorial of his im- 
partial goodness ; while his servants, the proph- 
ets, confirmed the truth, that the Lord is good 
to all, and his tender mercies are over all his 
works. By these witnesses | was invited to rea- 
son with the invisible power which gave exis- 
tence tuintelligent and sentient beings. He invi- 
ted and taught mé tolook to him, saying, “ I am 
God, and beside me there is none else.” He it 
was to whom belonged the prerogative ee 
claring the end from the begining.” 1 "was 
taught to contemplate him as the Almighty+the 
Creator and governor of the world ; and as such 
with an unresisted hand, “doing his will in heay- 
en, and among the inhabitants of the earth, as 
seemed him good.” He created all things for 
himself, by the word of his power, and they 
were good. It was good forhim to create. H 

pronounced all the works of his hands very good, 
and commanded his blessings upon them, as he 
said by Moses, “ So God created man in his own 
image; in the image of God created he him, 
male and. female created he them, and blessed 
them.” This blessing was divine—it was ¢on- 
tained in, afd demonstrated to the world by the 
mission of his Son. ‘This blessing is consumma- 
ted in the turning of every man from his iniqui- 
ty. It never was, nor will it ever be revoked, 
and for this good reason, “ the mouth of: the 
Lord hath spoken it.” The first transgression 
of man, was, by the wisdom of the Almighty, 
converted into instruction, and overruled. for 
géod, by which the creature man, made subject | 
to vattity, was capacitated to appreciate, and en- 
joy the blessing of his Maker, and to be more 
perfectly happy in the enjoyment of his love. 
The subjection of mankind to the captivity, dark- 
ness, and misery of sin and death, alienated not 
the love of God from his offspring, for it was 
unchangeable. His was the love ofa Father. 
He who had said, ‘“ In the day thou eatest 
thereof, thou shalt surely die ;” when sin had 
entered into the world, and death by sin; and 
death had passed upon all—when they were not 
only threatened with death, but actually involved 
in it—when they were cast into the open field of 
wretchednéss, and exposed in the blood of their 
own transgressions —He also said unto them 
“Jive :” Lhave found a ransom.” ‘The testi- 
mony of truth taught me that the ransom found 
was the Son of God. Instructed by the apostle, 
I was made to understand ‘that God so loved the 
world, that he sent his Sen, not to condemn the 
world, but that the world through him nnght be 
saved.” God was not willingthat the sinner should 
perish, but that he should come to repentance.— 
It was his will that‘ all men should be saved, 
and come to the Knowledge of the truth.” To 
do this universal will, the ancient word of prom- 
ist, made unto Adam in the garden of Eden; 
spoken unto Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and to 
all the prophets, was in the fullness of time made 
flesh ; as the apostle says of him, “Lo I come, in 








the Holy Spirit, spake of God, and of his salva- 
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do. thy will, O God.” 
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I understand the will ef God to be, the sancti- 
fication and salvation of men; and that too, 
without respect of persons. Pau! expresses it thus, 
“Having made known unto us the mystery of his 
will, according to his good pleasure, which he 
has purposed in himself, that in the dispensation 
of the fullness of times, he migh gather together 
in one, all things im Christ, both which are in 
heaven, and which are in earth, even in him.” 
This is the will of Gad which the: Son. was sent 
on earth to do. It isthe divine will of purpose, 
according to the good pleasure of him who. af- 
firms, saying, “I will do all my pleasure.” It 
pleased the Fagher of the spirits of all flesh 
to be gracious. By his grace we aresayed. He 
tells us by hiss Prophet Isaiah; “ It pleased the 
Lord to bruise him ; he hath put him to grief, when 
thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall presper in_ his 
hand.” ‘Thou art my 8on,” says the royal Da> 
vid, “this day have I begotten thee. Ask of 
me, and I shall give thee the heathen thine in- 
heritance and the uttermost parts of the eartli 
thy possession!” Behold what a royal and ex- 
tensive donation! ‘There was given unto him, 
says Daniel, “Dominion and glory anda kingdom, 
that all nations, people and lapguages should 
serve him.” In this kingdom the apostle says, 
“He ms reign till all things are subdued unto 
him.”—He shall finish sin—Make an end of trans- 
gression—Destroy the devil and his works—A- 
bolish death and bring life and immortality to 
light. For this purpose all power in heaven and 
in earth is committed unto hit; and when he 
shall have patdowa allrule and al! anshorityem 
all power hostile to the happiness of mon, tien 
shall he in subjection to the Pather, deliver up 
the kingdom to God of whom he received it, that 
“God may be all in all,” 
Christ as the propitiary sacrifice, effectual and 
all-sufficient, on the altar of mercy, was by the 
impartial hand of God, offered once for all; He 
“died the just for the anjust that he might bring 
us to God,” and having by the grace of God tasted 
death ; yea, drank the bitter cup of suffering for 
our offences, he died for every man, and gave 
himself in meritorious obedience a ransom for all. 
As the wil! of an earthly father is confirmed and 
b2comes unalterable by the death of the testator ; 
so the will of God, the Father of the spirits of 
all flesh, was confirmed by the death of his Son. 
Hear the will—“This isthe record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this life is in his 
Son.” The Almighty says, “This is my coven- 
ant unto them when I shall take away their sins.” 
Of this covenant, the apostle speaks thus, “The 
covenant which was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the law which was four hundred and thir- 
ty years after canrot disannul that it should make 
the promise of none effect.” Thiscevenant con- 
tains the “sure mercies of David.” . This is the 
covenant of spiritual blessings, which is ordered 
in all things and sure. 

Appealing to the established order of nature, 
over which man has no control, the Almighty

says, “If ye can break my covenant of the day, 





nd my covenant of the night, that there 
not be day and night in their season, then may 
also my covenant with David my servant be bro- 
ken.” The covenant of eternal life being rati- 
fied and sealed by the death of Christ; He rose 
from the dead for our justification ; ‘that we might 
be freely justified by grace, from all things from 
which we could not be justified by the law of 
Moses.” YPaal says, “God hath raised up the 
Lord, aad will also raise us up;” on which fact, 
as the foundation of all christian faith he predi- 
cates deliverance and salvation, saying, “If there 
be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not 
risen ; and if Christ be not risen, then is our prea- 
ching vain, and your faith is also vain, yea, and 
we are found false witnessess of God, because 
we have testified of God, that he had raised up 
Christ, whom he raised not up, if so be that the 
dead rise not; for ifthe dead rise not then is 
Christ not risén ; and if Gbrist be not risen, your 
faith is vain, ye are yet in your sins.” Then adds, 
“But now is Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the first fruits of them that slept.” This 
is a glorious fact, and is to the surance of faith. 
‘Because God hath appointed agay in the which 
he will jadge the world in rightedusness by that 
man whom he hath ordained, whereofhe hath 
given assurance unto all men in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” ‘This is the victory 
of faith—and this is the faith which overcomes 
the world; and which God hath given unto us. 
In view of this we can say, “O death, where is 
thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory? The 
sting of death is sin, and the strength of sin is 
the law ; but thanks be to God who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Respecting the punishment of sin, we are as- 
sured that it shall net go unpunished. God will 


render to every man according to his deeds. He 
will by no means clear the guilty. “I ill rec- 


ompense the righteous in the earth; much more 
the wicked and the sinner.” But I am instruc- 
fed to understand, that the justice of God, in the 
punishment of sin, 1s not incompatible with his 
*merey which saves. God isa “just God, and a 
Saviour.” “He is just having salvation.” Divine 
justice and mercy ts not hostile to each other. 
He is merciful in punishment, and just in salva- 
tion. All his ways are equal. in the salvation 
of man, justice shall not be disappointed; and 
mercy shall not be sent empty away. In the 
salyation of man by Jesus Christ, “justice and 
mercy have met together; righteousness and 
peace have embraced each other.”—Even the 
judgments of God, when they shall be manifested, 
shall be unto victory. When the height and 
depth, and length and breadth of the loye of 
God in the gift of his son, beamed with the efful- 
gence of truth on the mind of the Apostle, and 
made known to him, how **God had included all 
men in unbelief, thathe might have mercy upon 
all,” it filled his heart with joy and peace, and led 
hia¥to exclaim, “O the depth of the riches, both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God, how unsearch- 
able are his judgments, and his. ways past find- 
ing out.” The judgment which reigned unto the 
condemnation of all by one offence, we comtem- 
plate as swallowed up in the obedience of one 
righteousness unto the justification ofall men un- 
to eternal life, according as the apostle says,‘‘as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive.” Instructed by the revelation of 
truth, 1 am taught to adore and worship one God, 
as the Almighty and merciful Father ofthe spirits 
of all flesh, who will have all men to be saved; 


ren for whom, in love, without respect of persons 
Christ died and rose again, that he might redeem 
them from all iniquity. In this faith God has 
enabled me to live for half a century of years, 
and still enables me to stand. And now in the 
face of death, and on the borders of the grave, for 
the last time in this world to address you and 
leave you this testimony of my faith. In peace 
with God, with myself, with you my brethren, 
and with all men I now, in the faith of God, and 
the good hope of a better world, where I antici- 
pate to meet yon all redeemed from death by the 
blood of the Lamb who died to atone ; I extend to 
you the parting hand, and salutation of peace; 
und may the peace of God reign in your hearts, 
and be manifested before all men in your lives. 
Let bitterness and wrath and strife be done away 
from among you, and Jet brotherly love continue 
—follow peace with all men, and endeavor to 
possess that charity which is the bond of perfect- 
ness, which believeth all things and thinketh no 
evil. Say not again after my departure that the 
faith of universal salvation will do to live by, but 
not to die by ; for by my own experience I know 
that it has proved a consolation through all the 
changes of my life, and an anchor of hope to the 
soul in the trying hour of death. I have endeay- 
ored, as saith the apostle, to sanctify the Lord 
God in my heart, and to be able and ready to give 
all men a reason of the hope that is in me. These 
reasons are here given, andI leave them with 
you. Brethren, Farewell—Having kept the faith, 
[ am now ready to be offered, and the time of 
my departure is at hand. 

“1 go where nothing can annoy ; 

Adieu to sin, fear, pain and woe, 

And welcome bright eternal joy.” 
Henceforih there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, even eternal life, which the Lord, 
the righteous Judge shall give me at that day. 
Amen.

THE VALUE AND BENEFITS OF THE 
GOSPEL FAITH. 
(No. 1.) 

Believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable, and 
Full of glory ; receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 1. Per. 1:8, 9. 

These words were addressed, originally, by 
the apostle Peter to the Christians generally, or 
as he himself terms it, to the strangers scattered 
throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappodacia, Asia 
and Bithynia. In the verses immediately pre- 
ceding them, he speaks with ccnsiderable ear- 
nestness and zeal of the value which the christian 
faith would be to them, under the afflictions to 
which their profession would be likely to subject 
them. In this, he says, ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season (if need be) ye are in heaviness 
through manifold temptations; that the trial of 
your faith, being much more precious than of 
gold that perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise, and honor, and glo- 
ry at the appearing of Jesus Christ; whom hav- 
ing not seen, ye love; in whom, though now ye 
see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable, and full of glory: receiving the end 
of your faith, even the salvation of your souls.— 











That is, believing in the full efficacy of the Mes- 
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distressing fear, ye find relief from all diss -iet 
and corroding care ; repose, from all conflict and 
storm and passion; and have the peace and joy 
of God, which passeth al! understanding. And 
ye are receiving the end, or ultimate effects of 


the power and guilt of sin, and ye are entering 
the kingdom of God. ‘his seems to be the 
apostle’s meaning. This then being understood, 
it will be seen that the scripture placed at the 
head of our remarks, proves two very important 
facts, and that it proves them beyond the possi- 
bility of a confutation. 

First, It proves that the faith of the gospel 
contains nothing but what, if believed, is ealeu- 
lated to produce happiness. This I think cannot 
be disputed, for the apostle says distinctly, ‘Be- 
lieving, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable, and full 
of glory.’ It is true therefore, that faith in the 
gospel of Christ, ean introduce us to nothing but 
the mest pure and undefiled enjoyment. 

Second, It proves that all the benefits to be 
derived from faith are received in this life, or 
while we exercise faith. This is clear, for says 
the apostle, ‘receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls.’ They were then 
receiving the end of their faith, that is, they were 
then receiving all that their faith was intended 
to effect for them; which was the immediate de- 
liverance of their suuls from siu. Hence | may 
lay it down as a second proposition, that the 
benefits to be derived from faith, are enjoyed 
only while we have faith.
